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Sicilian Fifth Column 

In selecting Sicily as the arena for opening 
the invasion of Europe General Eisenhower 
and all the leaders of the United Nations 
probably considered as an important fact the 
likelihood that our forces would receive as 
much or more “fifth column” help from the 
natives there than in any other area. 

Sicily is the most Americanized area in all 
lialy or Germany. Sicily has supplied more 
immigrants to the United States than all the 
rest of Italy. After making money here, large 
proportions returned to their homeland. There 
is hardly a Sicilian family of which at least 
one member has not lived in the United States. 
Likewise, most of them still have relatives in 
this country. Remittances from America con- 
stituted one of the chief sources of Sicilian 
livelihood before Italy entered the war. That 
stopped the money orders. It is presumed the 
Sicilians know that revenue will resume once 
Sicily is conquered and reopened for mail from 
the United States. 

Furthermore, Sicily was the last segment 
of Italy to accept Mussolini and his Fascists. 
Also, it was the first to openly oppose the 
Fascist idea. 

Sicily has a history as a freedom-loving land. 
In 1860 it was there that the Garibaldi revolt, 
which ultimately liberated all Italy, began. 

Admittedly, it was from Sicily that the 
United States received the source of city gang 
warfare which has been such a blot on our 
crime record. It was from Sicily that the 
Mafia and the Black Hand societies sprang.

Speaking of the Weather 

There is truth as well as wit in that remark 
of Mark Twain to the effect everybody com- 
plains about the weather, but nobody does 
anything about it. However, something—and 
a considerable something—is going to be done 
in the way of weather regulation—after the 
war—according to an article by Arthur Bart- 
lett in a recent issue of “This Week.” We are 
informed— 

“We shall be able to change the weather 
over whole areas of the earth; be able to air 
condition whole cities; be able to turn floods 
into blessings.” 

All of which would be desirable contribu- 
tions to human welfare and general pros- 
perity, but not enough to satisfy the army 
of individuals who are now studying the sci- 
ence of meteorology. They will be available— 
after the war—along with architects, engineers 
and other technicians, so some breath-taking 
projects are already being discussed. We read 
of “a system of tunnels and channels to carry 
water from the Meditérranean into the Sa- 
hara desert” to provide power and irrigation, 
change the climate, cause more humidity and 
rainfall. Another proposal is “a great break- 
water jutting out into the sea from Newfound- 
land, to divert the Gulf Stream and warm up 
the North Atlantic coastal area.” 

The world has witnessed the invention and 
perfecting of so many wonders during the 
past century there i’ some hesitation in saying 
anything cannot be accomplished. While the 
world would be vastly benfitted if the weather 
could be brought under contro) the problem 
would arise as to who would have the right to 
turn on the heat or cold waves and decree rain 
or sunshine. 

We are making headway in flood control 


in some sections of the United States, and a ° 


century hence will witness further improve- 
ments. But when it comes to diverting the 
Gulf Stream with a breakwater off New- 
foundland, there appears to be some error. 
It is the Arctic current flowing down the east- 
ern coast thaf chills that area, and the Gulf 
Stream starts to leave our coast off North 
Carolina, taking a bee line to the northeast; 
it makes England, Norway and Finland in- 
habitable, and there would be an interna- 
tional affair of moment if anyone on this 
side of the Atlantic made an attempt to change 
its course. 

Old Mother Nature controls the weather, 
and at times she is very cantankerous. Sci- 
ence and invention may bring about some 
methods to alleviate our discomforts when the 
weather does not suit us, but in the long run, 
when she wants the sun to shine it will do 
so and she will turn on and off the rain at 
her pleasure. There is little doubt we and 
posterity will continue to quote Mark Twain.

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Roosevelt’s message to Pope Pius co- 
incident with the Allied invasion of Sicily tends to throw added 
light on the scope of our new operations. i. 

From the tone and temper of the President’s words it must now 
be assumed that we are definitely committed 
to a drive against Italy itself, once the Axis 
forces in Sicily are knocked out. 

Heretofore there has been a question in the 
minds of military observers as to whether we 
would launch a land attack on Italy before lay- 
ing down an invasion force elsewhere in Europe 
against Hitler. 

While we would gladly see Italy forced out 
of the war, some military men have expressed 
doubt that it would be-worth the price we 
would have to pay through invasion. For one 
thing, after beating the Italians down it would 
require an occupation force of several hundred 
thousand men to police to country. 

. Moreover, to keep Italy going we would 
have to supply the country with large quantities of coal, now coming 
from Germany, and much foodstuffs, 

As an alternative to invasion, it has been suggested that we 
might concentrate bombing attacks against Italian cities until the 
country folded up on its own initiative. 

The taking of Sicily would serve our main purpose in the Medi- 
terranean in so far as Italy is concerned. With the fall of Sicily, 
the last serious obstacle to free Allied ship movements in the 
Mediterranean would be removed. Also, it would open the way 
for the neighboring large Italian-owned island of Sardinia to fall 
like a ripe plum. 


BOMBER BASES With these two islands in Allied hands, 

Italian cities would be at the complete mercy 

of our bombers, as would German-held bases in the south of France. 

It has been the contention of military observers that an invasion 

of Italy would not be necessary to accomplish our purpose once 
Sicily and Sardinia are taken. 

But President Roosevelt in his message to the Pope indicates 
rather clearly that the Allies have no intention of stopping in Sicily. 
“.. our soldiers,” he told the holy father, “have come to rid Italy 
of Fascism and all its unhappy symbols and to drive out the Nazi 


oppressors who are investing her soil.” 
VARIED CHOICE At his dinner in honor of General Giraud, 
the President added that “Once there (in 
Sicily) we have an opportunity ...of going in different directions.” 
It is difficult to interpret these words in any way other than 
revealing a clear Allied determination to drive immediately on into 
Italy after we have cleared the Axis out of Sicily. 
As to how long this will take, no one can say, of course. The 
Italians, with the supporting Germans, may put up a stiff resistance, 
or they may fold up much in the manner they did in Tunisia after 
learning that we had the superior weight of arms and men. 
One possibility is to be emphasized, however. The conquest of 
Sicily may result in Italy being knocked out of the war within a 
few weeks after the island outpost falls. It is only a rifle shot’ 
across the Strait of Messina to the tip of the Italian peninsula, 
which means that nothing could stop us from carrying the fight to 
the mainland after we have mopped up Sicily. 


ALIBI IN ADVANCE Already the Germans are preparing 


their people for another defeat by pul- 
ting out reminders that the defense of Sicily is in Italian hands. 
If we may accept reports from Switzerland that Mussolini has asked 
the King to address the people in an effort to have them put up a 
last-ditch resistance, the state of mind in Rome is extremely jit- 
tery also. 
There can hardly be any mistaking the fact that the Sicilian 
invasion marks the real beginning of our attack on Hitler’s Euro- 
pean fortress. President Roosevelt himself has said as much in his 


characterization of the action as the “beginning of the end.” 


The number of men used in the invasion is yet to be revealed 
by our military commanders, but we may judge the size of the 
force from the disclosure that 2,000 Allied ships were involved, 
making it the greatest operation of its kind in all history. The 
ships did not stop with one trip to Sicily. They apparently have 
been shuttling back and forth between Africa and the island since 
the first landing operation was effected. 


THERE’LL BE PLENTY That might easily mean that we are 
putting down as many as 800,000 


men in Sicily, as against the estimated 400,000 the Axis are thought 
to have there. Our leaders are evidently taking no chances of failure. 

Whether the economic liabilities of conquering Italy are justified 
by the military advantages we would gain may be a debatable ques- 
tion, but there can be no gainsaying that certain definite assets 
would come with having a foothold in Europe. We could not un- 
dertake an attack on Germany over the Alps, but it would put 
us in far better position to launch a movement through southern 
France. 

When the time comes for the latter action, a joint operation 
across the English channel into northern France would open the 
way for the two forces to merge for an invasion of Germany in the 
opposite direction.

BE AN AMERICAN, FIRST Every day, on his Raleigh News 
and Observer's editorial page, 

Josephus Daniels, a southerner who has served America with dis- 
tinction at home and abroad, has a short editorial entitled “Be an 
American, First.” In this editorial he cites some instance where 
some American, often of humble status, has thought and acted first 
for America, ahead of himself. Also, occasionally, he lambasts 
someone who refuses to be an American, first, with all the yigor 
that has made his newspaper known to friend and foe alike in 
North Carolina as the “Nuisance Disturber” | 

What I am trying to get at is not a paean of praise for Am- 
bassador Daniels and his vigorous newspaper, but to say that by 
and large on the home front the people of the south are being 
Americans, first. They are taking many inconveniences and hard- 
ships in their stride. They are seeing their accustomed way of life 
changed, perhaps permanently, with mighty little bellyaching and 
mighty little chiseling. Most of them have sons or kinfolk serving 
America on land, on sea, in the air. 

Many of them—more than you think—have received those dread 
telegrams signed “Ulio, the Adjutant General” which regret to in- 
form that a man is killed or missing in action. 


WHAT MAKES ME PROUD The way southerners and Amer- 


lcans generally, north and south, 
east and west, most of them, take the trials and losses of this tough- 
est of wars makes one proud to be an American, and confident that 
when the guns cease firing America wil] be on top of the heap. As 
a reporter covering all of the south, I see and hear many thirgs 
which reveal the strength of the home front—at home. not in 
Washington. For instance, | go to a smal! south Georgia town and 
talk with a lawyer there, now in his sixties. He is very busy— 
working hard trying to make a living, also doing a lot of war work. 
On the wall of his cluttered office hangs the picture of a hand- 
some boy in West Point uniform. He sees me looking at it. “That's 
my son—he was killed in a training accident.” And he goes on with 
his work for the living. 

Again, I am waiting in crowded ticket office to buy a railroad 
ticket. I have waited for quite a while because the ticket agent is 
trying to figure out for a young woman, obviously not used to trav- 
eling, how to get to an obscure town in the west. As he finally 
makes out the ticket, the young woman says to me: “I've just got 
to get out there. My husband is in the Navy and | want to be there 
to help him all I can until he has to go overseas—I don’t think that 
will be long. It’s awfully hard to give up our home in Atlanta and 
to spend all this money to get out there, but I think it’s worth it.” 
Again, it makes me proud when I hear of a leading Atlanta attor- 
ney and his wife, with only one day to see their son, now in serv- 
ice in a near-by city, refusing to chisel extra gasoline to make the 
trip. Instead, he and his wife got up early, caught a crowded bus. 
The bus broke down less than halfway. They finally hitchhiked 
a ride into the city and saw their son. The man who told me about 
that laughed rather derisively, saying, ‘“‘Why, I could have got them 
all the gas they needed.” Yes, but they preferred to be Ameri- 
cans, first. 


WHAT MAKES ME TIRED Although they are in the great 


minority, there are a few types 
of people, outside of Washington, who make me—and, I suspect, many 
others—very tired these days. For instance, there are some of the 
“best people” who boast about having bought chickens for their 
places out in the country in order that they may get extra gasoline 
on the pretext of feeding them. One such, asked what his chickens 
cost him to raise, replied with a wink, “I don’t know and I don't 
care—all I have them for is so I can get more gas.” 

For instance, again, it makes me tired to hear a businessman 
who would punch you in the nose if you accused him of cheating 
in his regular business, say in a club bar: “Well, I never would have 
gotten a berth on the train, but I told the ticket agent the White 
House had requested it and he gave it to me right away.” Of course 
this braggart knew that the ticket agent knew he was just plain 
lying and only got him a berth because someone had canceled at 
the last minute. It also makes me tired to hear this same type cf 
blowhard say, “Sure you can get a berth on the train if you slip 
the conductor some money. Why, when | was coming out of Wash- 
ington they were selling berths right and left.” Of course he knew~— | 
and any experienced traveler knows—that those berths were can- 
cellations of reservations held until the last minute. It is a base 
libel on conductors to say they have to have their palms greased 
to get a berth. Of course there are no doubt some vena! con- 
ductors, but for the most part they are a pretty swell people, taking 
an awful beating in these days of jammed trains, often going out 
of their way to help confused travelers. 

It also makes me tired, and angry, to see public officials using 
gasoline to make “official” trips on roads paralleling railroad tracks. 
And it makes me very tired to hear well-to-do sportsmen, who have 
done little to aid the war effort except pay incrtased taxes on liquor, 
boast of how they have not let gas rationing interfere with their 
fishing or hunting. They would be ready: for instant combat ¢f 
accused of cheating in any game, but they take great pride in boring 
their friends with tales of how they have drums of gasoline hidden 
away and how they are not going to let anything trivial like the 
war stop them from pleasure as usual. 

I often wonder how residents of America (but not true Ameri- 
cans) of that type feel when they read of a crew of American young 
men being killed or captured because their plane ran out of gas. 

But they are in the minority—and growing fewer al! the time. 
The great majority of the people you run imto on the home -frent 
are doing a very swell job of being Americans, first.

It is likewise true 
that the Department of Agriculture’s estimate 
for this year places the country’s cotton acreage 
8,000,000 less than the 30,000,000 acres permitted 
under the AAA program. 

The government has, it is known, a surplus 
of approximately 10,000,000 bales of cotton on 
hand. This, however, will probably be of little 
use in meeting wartime demand, even though 
the 1943 crop should fall far short of meeting 
the year’s requirements. 

.War products made from cotton demand 
high quality staple. Much of the government- 
stored cotton is not of this required quality. 
Hence it could only be sold at a penalty price, 
or not be sold at all. 

Georgia farmers are urged to harvest every 
boll they can before it is injured by weather. 
It is pointed out if cotton is wet from rain 
or dew its value may be greatly reduced, 
whereas dry cotton will usually result in 
a good job at the ginnery. Early picking 
of cotton is also extra important this year in 
view of the shortage of farm labor. Cotton 
should be picked as soon as it is ripe and as 
soon as labor can be secured for the job.

Within 15 days after the end of each reporting period, farmers 
must mail to their county ration boards all the coupons they have 
collected during that time, together with a brief statement of the 
exact amount of sales they made.

lief Society, Inc., has issued an 
appeal for used wearing apparel 
to be sent to Britain, where the 
need for large quantities of 
clothing is most desperate. You 
see, Britain now has over 200,- 
000 refugee children alone, 
aside trom a tremendous num- 
ber of refugee adults, who must 
be clothed, as well as fed and 
housed. 

This is a gigantic task for 
England, where practically every 
ablebodied tnan and woman not 
in the fighting forces is doing 
defense work, which means that 
the output of commodities for 
civilian consumption has been 
drastically cut. Mrs. Thornton 
has just received word that at 
the present time another hall- 
million workers have been re- 
leased from clothing factories 
and put into defense work. 
This, of course, will result in 
less clothing this year. 

Although clothing is rationed 
in England, coupons are not re- 
quired for used garments—one 
of the reasons why the British 
War Relief Society is anxious to 
collect as much material as pos- 
sible. Especially wanted are 
old blankets and felt hats. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Thornton, no 
article is too old or too worn for 
the society to salvage. 

Mrs. Walter T. Downing, 
chairman of the clothes com- 
mittee, announces that articles 
may be left at the _ society’s 
headquarters at 1096 Peachtree 
street, in the Tenth street area, 
between 10 a. m. and 2 p. m.,, 
except Saturdays and Sundays. 
However, if it is impossible for 
donors to deliver their contri- 
butions, they may telephone 
headquarters at Atwood 4711, 
and make arrangements for col- 
lection by the committee.

Six southeasfern states had a 
net gain of more than 35,000 ship- 
workers in the first six months of 
this year the regional War Man 
Power Commission information 
executive, Hervey Allen, said here 
yesterday. — 

In a statement issued following 
a statement yesterday by War 
Mar’ Power Commissioner Pau]! V. - 
McNutt that the highest priority 
was being given to the supplying 
of shipyard workers, Allen assert- 
ed that shipyards in the southeast- 
ern region are largely dependent 
for their labor supply upon work- 
ers. referred to them from other 
States by the United States em- 
ployment service. 

__ The region includes Georgia, 
South Carolina, Florida, Alabama, 
| Mississippi and Tennessee. 

| “Considering recruitment to and 
from the southeastern states,” Al- 
len said, “figures compiled for the 
'month of June are indicative of 
the favorable balance enjoyed by 
the southeast. : 

June Figures. 

“During that month ai! workers, 
except civil service employes re 
ferred away from the states in 
this region, totaled approximately 
1,500, while qdyring the ' 
month a net gain of approximately 
7,000 workers was registered in a 
part of the shipbuilding industry 
alone. ' : 

“Each of the shipyards in this 
region,” he continued, “employs 
many thousands of men and wom- - 
en and it is constantly necessary 
to replace workers who leave ship- 
yards for various reasons to go to 
»other essential war work: Some 
few of these workers leave ‘the 
region for other war centers but 
the net gain is the important thing 
to employers.” 

Allen reported the following fig- 
ures covering a number of large 
shipyards in the region showing 
the net gain in tota! number of 
workers employed at these yards 
between the dates given. He em. 
| phasized that the Majority of these 
workers came from outside ‘the 
States where they are now em 
ployed: .
